promise, the reporter of the newspa­ 
per wrote.” 
Rogers flayed the governor for 
making such a promise to one class 
of people “without even knowing 
what they would expect of him in th 3 
fulfillment of the contract.” 
Getting on to the administration’s 
prison record, Rogers said that a mil­ 
lion dollar deficit had been shown in 
Neff’s administration of the peniten­ 
tiary system. 
“We could have rented a room and 
a bath in the Adolphus hotel with 
the money which it has taken to ru i 
that penitentiary system,” Rogers 
said. 
“Some of the best land in Tex­ 
as is on those prison farms. The la­ 
bor is free. And yet he says he can’t' 
make both ends meet. 
You farmers, 
with land you have to pay for, ani 
with tools you have to buy, and with 
expensive labor, art* able to make a 
living. 
The trouble is that farmers 
are not running those farms.

am elected I am going to put farm­ 
ers in charge of (hem instead of poU 
iticians.”

Messenger had been re 
quested to find Out if the reports 
were true that the water was not be­ 
ing filtered, so we interviewed Man­ 
ager Dodson of the water works. Mr. 
Dodson stated that it was a fact that 
the water was not being filtered. He 
had run out of water and had to turn 
the lake water in the mains. 
His 
filtering plant is all ready to operate 
as soon as the city furnishes the fil­ 
tering sand. The *lty council has in­ 
structed the mayor to buy the sand, 
but Mr. Dodson did not know how 
long it would be before the sand 
would be here tor use. 
He advises 
that all drinking water from the lake 
be boiled until tho filter is put in 
operation. 
Anyone who visits the lake aff'! 
sees the trash and debris which has 
been swept into the lake by the re­ 
cent rains will surely use the pre­ 
caution of boiling the water before 
drinking it. 
A herd of cattle also 
has access to the lane water, which 
does not add to the purity of the 
water. 
Mayor 
Lillard 
stated 
yesterday 
that the sand for the lake filter had 
been purchased and would be receiv­ 
ed in a few days, after which all the 
water from the lake would be fil­ 
tered. 
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JACKSON IS GIVEN 
A YEAR IN PRISON 


In the case of T. M. Jackson 
charged with manufacturing liquor, 
tried in the district court Tuesday, 
resulted in the ju i/ assessing Jack­ 
son’s punishment at one year in the 
penitentiary,

that he be pardoned immediately. 
The petition for pardon was signed 
by all members of the jury.

BEST FEED FOR BABY CHICK 
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Careful Feeding Necessary in Order 
Not to Upset Digestion or 
to Check Growth. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart* 
ment of Agriculture.) 
Baby chicks should not be fed for 
from 24 to 36 hours after hatching, 
and will not suffer if given no feed 
until the third day. 
The yolk of the 
egg which is absorbed by the chick 
when hatching furnishes all the nour­ 
ishment required during that time. 
After the third day they should be fed 
four or five times daily for the first 
week or ten days, but they should be 
given only what they will eat up clean 
each time. Overfeeding will do more 
harm than underfeeding. Greater care 
must be used not to overfeed young 
chicks that are confined than those 
that have free range, as leg weakness 
la apt to result in those confined. 
The first feed should consist of 
jobnnycake or bard-boiled eggs mixed 
with stale-bread crumbs or pinhead 
oatmeal, using a sufficient amount of 
the latter to make a dry, crumbly mix­ 
ture. These feeds or combinations of 
feeds may be used with good results 
for the first week; then gradually sub­ 
stitute for one or two feeds daily a 
mixture 
of 
equal 
parts 
of 
finely 
cracked wheat, cracked corn, and pin­ 
head oatmeal or hulled oats, to which 
may be added a small quantity of 
broken rice, millet, rapeseed, and char­ 
coal, 
lf 
obtainable. 
This 
mixture 
makes an ideal ration, say poultry spe­ 
cialists in tile United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. If corn cannot 
be had, cracked kafir com, rolled or 
hulled barley may be substituted. 
A 
commercial chick feed containing a 
variety of grains may be used instead, 
if desired, and can be bought from 
most feed dealers.

where It will not be wasted, and left 
before the chicks at all times. 
As soon as the chickens are old 
enough and will eat whole wheat, 
cracked com, or other grains, the 
small-slzed chick feed may be discon­ 
tinued and the larger-sized grains fed 
instead. In addition to the grain feed, 
they must be supplied with grit, oyster 
shell, and charcoal at all times, and 
the better way Is to place these in a 
hopper, hanging It In a convenient 
place where the chicks may help them­ 
selves. 
If chicks are kept in confine­ 
ment, they must he furnished a liberal 
supply of tender, green feed, 
like 
lawn 
clippings, lettuce leaves, 
and 
such other things as may be available. 
Whenever fM»s><lble, however, chicks 
should he given grass range. 
when 
they will supply hheir own green feed, 
catch hugs, worms, etc. 
Chicks that 
are allowed to rin on a grass range 
are usually strong and thrifty and will 
grow’ much more rapidly than those 
iftt are kept in confinement. In addi­ 
tion 
to other /feeds, 
the chickens’ 
growth may be hastened considerably 
by giving them bour milk to drink. 
Chickens are very fond of milk in any 
form and will eat and drink a liberal 
supply of it. 
It may be fed either 
sweet or sour, bu* the latter Is more 
desirable. Sour milk will help to keep 
chickens healthy, and is one of the 
best things that can be fed to promote 
rapid growth and development. When 
milk is fed tlye amount of meat scrap 
the mash may be reduced one-half 
left out entirely.

Similar

large commercial 
flocks are 
given access to daily allowances of 
sanitary, well-selected and palatable 
garbage. 
Although the character of 
garbage varies throughout the year, 
due to the fact that more succulent 
vegetables and fruits are used during 
the summer, this refuse Is also a val­ 
uable substitute for costly grains and 
concentrates in the hen menu. 
Unfortunate results which In some 
instances have followed the use of 
garbage are due to feeding a mixture 
of table scraps that was not carefully 
selected. Hens like fresh garbage, but 
are not able to digest scraps of tin, 
phonograph needles and similar for­ 
eign material. Unless such substances 
are separated from the garbage, dis­ 
astrous results invariably follow and 
the poultryman soon abandons gar­ 
bage feeding and condemns it as un­ 
satisfactory. 
The Department of Ag­ 
riculture recommends that fresh gar­ 
bage be run through a meat or vege* 
table chopper, and mixed with a little 
ground feed before it is fed to the 
fowls. 
As much of the table refuse should 
be fed as the flock will clean up with 
a relish in the course of an hour. 
All 
feed which the birds reject should be 
removed from the feeding pens or 
yards as soon as possible thereafter. 
Otherwise, it sours and contaminates 
the premises and, subsequently, if the 
fowls eat it it invariably causes di­ 
gestive troubles. 
1 
Where garbage is fed, it is also pre­ 
requisite to provide a light ration of 
grain twice daily, us well as to supply 
dry mash in a hopper before the Hock, 
As a rule table scraps are rich in pro­ 
tein and only occasionally is it neces­ 
sary to supplement the mash with ap­ 
proximately 5 per cent of meat meal. 
During the summer garbage decom­ 
poses and ferments quickly and it 
must be fed before It reaches this 
stage. 
The feeding of garbage is fa­ 
vored during cold weather because in 
the winter the refuse keeps better. 
Suburban floek-owners may often se­ 
cure the garbage from neighboring 
families who do not keep hens. 
This 
source of feed rhay he so plentiful that 
the flock-owner can expand bls hen- 
keeping operations and even afford to 
pay a small amount for the garbage. 
Experiments in feeding garbage at 
the government experiment farm at 
Beltsville, Md., indicate that ten hens 
will consume about one quart of gar­ 
bage daily. A suitable dry mash as a 
supplement to this garbage consists 
of three parts by weight of cornmeal, 
one part of bran, one part of mid­ 
dlings and 5 per cent of meat scraps. 
This mash Is kept before the fowls all 
the time. 
If the table scraps contain 
much fruit and vegetable peelings, 
more mash should be added, while if 
the garbage consists chiefly of potato 
peelings, bread and meat less mash 
should be used. Care should be exer­ 
cised to drain off soapy water or ex­ 
cess liquid from the garbage.
